As regards the Leeal Accounts, no real 
ides of their staty cuuld be formed, ‘Tho 
Cash Book was not written up from Novem- 
ber, 1889, and the Ledger was only posted 
to December, 1888. Tho dists of ordors 
received from nther places had not the dates 
of ordurs set off on them, and it-was impossi- 
blo to say even: approximately what tha 
amount ‘of unpaid orders was, Mr Lister 
estimated them at $1,000 andthe nnpaid 
local orders have since proved to be $5,275, 

Owing alao to the Ledger not being post. 
ed Mr Lister bad no means of knowing that 
the accounts with India, Qoylou, Shanghai, 
and Bangkok had not been settled up for 
the fourth quarter of 1839, 

At tho time of Barradaa’s fight it was 
necessary to. carry ou tho ‘work of tho 
Money Order Department without causing 
inconvenionco to tho'Publio, and the ateff ot
